U.S. Agency Asks for Power 
To Bar Europe’s Low Fares

WASHINGTON, Oct. lfl (NYT). 
— The Nixon administration to- 
day strongly opposed a request 
by the Civil Aeronautics Board 
for new congressional authority 
to permit the agency to “pre- 
scribe" air fares on international 
routes.

fares, and urged that the board

Irish Seize 
Guns Sent 
From U.S. 

Six Truukloads 
Arrive on QE-2. 

CORK, Ireland, Oct 19 CAP}.— 
Customs officiate today seized six 
trunk) cads of arms shipped into 
the Irish Republic from New York 
aboard the British liner QE-2. 

The submachine guns, pistols 
and hand grenades were appar- 
ently destined for the Irish Re- 
publican Army (IRA). British 
Army intelligence sources have 
said that a steady stream of arms 
for the IRA is coming into Ire- 
land. 

The customs men found the 
arms at Cobh harbor near here 
when they became suspicious ot 
the weight of the trunks, which 
had not been claimed. 

. It was the second load of arms 
apparently involving the IRA to 
be discovered in the last four 
days, Dutch police seized more 
than three tons of Czech-made 
weapons aboard a Belgian plane 
at Amsterdam's airport on Satur- 
day. A spokesman for the Czecho- 
slovak Embassy in London denied 
involvement. “We produce small 
arms and export them." he said 
today, “but we never supplied 
arm s to the IRA." 

Passenger Missing 

The man to whom the QE-2 
trunks were registered has not 
been seen since he went ashore 
from the ship, which anchored to 
the harbor early today en route 
to Southampton from New York. 

A police spokesman added, “It 
was ah the very latest equip- 
ment.” He said the crates had 
been labelled with the name “Mr. 
Walsh" and a cabin number. “Of 
course, the name means nothing," 
he added. 

The British Army has long be- 
lieved that money from Irlsh- 
American IRA sympathizers has

— On Its first day to office, 
Denmark's Social Democratic government today slapped a 10 per- 
cent import surcharge on two-thirds of this country's Imports. 

Premier Jens Otto Krag wanted to rush the necessary legisla- 
tion through parliament today, but the vote will not be taken until 
tomorrow. Only the government party and the other socialist 
parties are voting for the bill, but they can get it through with a 
one- vote majority. 

Ambassadors from several countries were called to the Foreign 
Ministtry this afternoon to be informed about the surcharge. It 
had been Introduced, government officials said, to strengthen the 
currency, improve the balance-of -payments situation and the 
economy before Denmark Joins the European Common Market 

The impost is restricted— that is, it will be lowered to 7 percent 
within a year, thereafter to 4

Laborites to Vote as a Bloc

That is. every Tory will be free 
to make up his own mind 
without party orders. 


Labor members favoring the 
market argued that it was il- 
logical and incongruous for the 
opposition to try to enforce a 
hard line on such a great issue 
when the government Itself was 
not doing so. Most observers had 
in fact assumed for months that., 
ti government "free vote would 
mean, one for all MPs. 

"But the party’s left wing and 
other strong opponents of British 
entry were furious at what they 
considered a last-minute maneu- 
ver by Mr. Heath. They insisted 
on firm party discipline to behalf 
of tire anti-market line. 

The 140-to-lll vote, though it 
showed a majority to favor of 
party discipline on the market 
issue, was generally regarded as 
a defeat for the anti-marketeers. 
The reason Is that orders to vote 
this way or that cannot be ef- 
fective when a party is so evenly 
split. 

Whatever the party orders for- 
mally say, it is clear that a large 
bloc will now vote for entry. They

V.S. Ready to Make Concessions to Panama

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (NYT). 
—The United States is preparing 
to cede to Panama substantial 
territory, commercial concessions 
- and some legal jurisdiction in the 
5 DO- square-mil e Panama Canal 
Zone, according to American and 
Latin American diplomats. 

After 17 meetings since June 
29, United States and Panamanian 
negotiators here are reported to 
be making steady progress toward 
a new canal treaty to replace the 
1903. accord that gave the United 
States a lease on the . Canal Zone 
“to perpetuity." 

According to informed officials. 


the United States Is eager to shed 
its “col onialis t" image to Panama 
— and throughout Latin America — 
by making concessions, on all hut 
two key issues.. . . 

First is the right to operate 
and defend the strategic water- 
way, bunt by the United States 
for £387 million, and opened to 
world traffic to 1914. Second, the 
United States, given congressional 
approval, will insist on its right 
either to improve the existing 
canal with a third set of locks 
ab an estimated cost of $1.5 bil- 
lion or to build a new sea-level 
canal across Panama for an esti- 
mated $3 billion. Tbe latter 


would take 15 years to build and 
60 years to amortize. 

A presidential panel has recom- 
mended that either one course 
or the other be adopted before 
the year 2000. 

In the background is a sense 
of rising expectation in Panama, 
spurred by antf-UnJted States 
riots to 1956 and 1964. Four 
Americans and 22 Panamanians 
were killed In the 1964 riots. 
Panama broke off diplomatic re- 
lations with the United States 
in protest. 

The Panamanian goal, accord- 
ing to well informed Latin sources, 
is to leave the United States with

Seeking a New Policy 

Sato Tells Diet He Intends 
To Press for Peking Ties

TOKYO, Oct 19 (NYT).— Pre- 
mier Kisaku Sato said today that 
he will undertake an urgent effort 
to open up diplomatic and com- 
mercial contacts with mainland 
China. 

MT. Sato's remarks, to - a major 
policy speech to the Diet (par- 
liament), represented the first at- 
tempt to bring order to Japan's 
policy toward China, in disarray 
since President Nixon relaxed 
Sino -American relations last July. 

The premier said that it is 
“Imperative” for Japan to estab- 
lish a new 'set of principles to. 
govern its rela t i on s with main- 
land riiinn *md to a “com- 

prehensive consensus” of support 
from the Japanese people. 

“I am. firmly determined, to take 
every possible' opportunity to 
reach agreements with them [the 

Chinese] on various, items such 
as communications, meteorology, 
civil aviation, fisheries, and so 
forth,” Mr. Sato . raid. 

“At the same time, I shall do 
my best to call to their attention 


the importance of formal gov- 
ernment- to-govermnent contacts 
on every possible occasion.” 

Foreign Minister Takeo Fukuda 
anH Finance Minister Mikio 
MCizuta also made policy speeches, 
which reinforced Mr. Sato's posi- 
tion. . 

Informal Contacts 

Until three months ago, Japan's 
China policy consisted primarily 
of promoting trade and making 
pragmatic political decisions as 
they came up. But shortly after 
President Nixon's -announcement 
July 15 that he planned to visit 
Peking, Japan quietly ' sent to 
Peking a diplomat who had “re- 
signed” from the Foreign Service. 
He went as a member of Japan's 
trade mission to China, and the 
Chinese Foreign Office did the 
same. Thus Tokyo and Peking 
had direct, if informal, commu- 
nications. 

Mr. Gato said today that his 
government “firmly and . funda- 
mentally believes that there is 
just one China,” and he expressed

OTTAWA, Oct. 19 rUPI).— So- 
viet Premier Alexei N. Kosygin,

yesterday, was all but engulfed by 
guards today as Canada mounted 
one of the heaviest security 
shields around a foreign visitor in. 
peacetime. 

Mr. Kosygin, who was not hurt 
in yesterday’s incident, was en- 
circled by a force of some 10 
bodyguards as he arrived at the 
Parliament building for his sec- 
ond round of talks with Prime 
Minister Pierre Elliott Trudeau. 

Mr. Kosygin smiled as he 
responded inaudibly to Mr. Tru- 
deau's welcome question of con- 
cern, "Did you get a good night's 
sleep?” and then walked with his 
security guard the few stops into 
Parliament. 

Mr. Trudeau said last night the 
Soviet premier had said "not a 
word" about the attack in which 
his coat was nearly tom from his 
back. 

Mr. Kosygin, "certainly didn’t 
appear ruffled to me ” Mr. Tru- 
deau said, “and he kept right on 
talking and we carried cn with 
the walk after the whole thing 
happened. I don’t think ks is as 
distressed as I am ashamed for 
the government and the people." 

Mr. Kosygin's talks with Mr. 
Trudeau were extended today into 
a third session. 

A Canadian; government spokes- 
man said the third working meet- 
ing would continue over lunch 
tomorrow. 

This morning’s meeting between 
Mr. Kosygin and Mr. Trudeau 
dwelt heavily on the Middle East 
crisis and also turned to a num- 
ber of issues in Soviet-Canadian 
relations, the Canadian spokes- 
man said. 

Only a small group of chanting 
protestors was on hand today for 
Mr. Kosygin’s, arrival for the 
talks. But the intensified protec- 
tion was ordered following yester- 
day's attack and against the 
prospect of a mass protest by 
thousands of Jews converging on 
tile capital this morning to par- 
ticipate in demonstrations plan- 
ned for the afternoon. 

Led by & anaii plane fl ying 
overhead trailing a banner read- 
ing “Let them live as Jews or let 
them leave," some 10,000 Jews 
marched peacefully from a park 
near the Soviet Embassy to the 
supreme court building. 

Mr. Kos ygin did not see the 
demonstration.

Synod Majority Would 


VATICAN CITS'. Oct. 19 CUPIX

mittees handed in their recom- 
mendations on practical aspects 
of the priesthood, the delegates

The committee, rotes were not 
a final decision, but the action 
ot the prelates appeared to rule 
out the possibility that married 

men. could became priests in the 
near future. 

Pope Paul VI has the authority 
to overrule the recommendation, 
but Vatican sources noted he is 
one of the strongest defenders of 
the 12th-century church, law on 
celibacy. 

Six of 12 committees, estab- 
lished according to major lan- 
guages of the synod, said, they 
voted against admitting married 
men under any circumstances. 
Vatican sources said two other 
committees that did not report 
today also were overwhelmingly 
opposed to married priests. 

One Group Is Split 

Of the four other committees, 
one was split on the issue, two 
expressed no opinion and one 
called for mere study of the pos- 
sibility that married men might 
become priests one day. 

Voting against married men 
entering the priesthood were all 
three English - language groups, 
two of them led by John Cardi- 
nal Dearden of Detroit and John 
Cardinal Car berry of St Louis, 
two Spanish groups and a French 
group. 

The Dearden committee and 
one headed by Pakistani Bishop 
Joseph Cordeiro even voted to 
strike out the phrase "at the 
present time,” because prelates 
felt this would imply the issue ■ 
was unresolved. 

it was stm probable that the 
question of admitting some mar- 
ried men to the priesthood would 
come before all 210 synod dele- 
gates meeting in the general as- 
sembly. But the results of the 
committee recommendations made 
approval seem highly unlik ely. 

The Pope said 20 months ago 
that he would consider the or- 
dination of elderly married men 
under certain circumstances, 
meaning mostly in areas desper- 
ately short of priests. 

The committees had been meet- 
ing since last Thursday to con- 
sider the celibacy issue and other 
practical problems of the priest- 
hood. using as the basis for their 
deliberations a report by Spain's 
Vincente Cardinal Enrique 7 
Tarancon. 

He had asked the committees to 


study three options— that ordina- 
tion of married ram was "neither,

— Sov- 
iet party chief Leonid I. Breto- 
nev told the country's university 
students today measures have 
been taken to make “a consider- 
able improvement** in their finan- 
cial. living and housing condi- 
tions.

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The Great Debate Begins 


Although the General Assembly debate on 
the admission of the People's Republic of 
China Cartth more than 600 millions under 
Its sway) was formulated to repair a great 
breach In the Intended universality of the 
United Nations, it has already amply demon- 
strated the diversity of the world organiza- 
tion. 

There was Albania— whose fewer than two 
million stalwart souls represent an outstand- 
ing example of stubborn nationalism in 
world history, and very little else-purging the 
entry of Peking by denouncing the two 
super-powers, the United States and the 
Soviet Union. 

And to demonstrate the force of the “one 
state, one vote” principle in the UN (of 
course, the Soviet Union has three votes > 
there was a manhunt through the corridors 
along the East River to find an elusive and 
possibly apocryphal representative of the 
Maldivian Republic. The Maidive Islands' 
chief economic resource is dried fish, and 
their population is about 100.000: they with- 
drew from active participation in the UN 
because of the expense. But they still have 
official membership and a potential vote 
equal to that of the United States. 

At issue was not only the admission of 
mainland China, but the expulsion of Tai- 
wan — an effective, economically viable state 
of about six or seven times the population 
of Albania. But before this could be decided 
It will also be necessary to determine whether 
the question Ls •'important, *' thus requiring 
a two-thirds vote. Few delegates would 
dispute Ambassador Bush's statement that 
for “22 years the question of representation 
of the great nation of China has been a 
major international Issue — a troublesome and 


Intractable one." Yet many will vote that 
It ls not an important question because it 
suits their national policies to do so. 

It is easy to say that all this is a travesty 
of good sense and of democratic procedure, 
an outstanding illustration of the inability 
of the UN to cope with the problems of 
this complex world. This is especially 
plausible when it is considered that a war 
is going on in Indochina, quite outside the 
sphere of UN concern: another war seems 
imminent Ln the Indian subcontinent under 
the same UN disinterest: a third is tem- 
porarily quiescent In the Middle East with 
only minimal UN action. 

Nevertheless, consider how something like 
the China question would have been dis- 
cussed under the old diplomacy. It is doubt- 
ful whether China would have had any say 
at all— or at best would have been permitted 
token representation. Albania might have 
haunted the diplomats’ hotels, seeking to 
get an unofficial word in edgewise: no one 
would have cared in the least about the 
Maldives. And the “major powers” would 
have settled the matter to their own satis- 
faction, side-stepping reality quite as much 
as the General Assembly does now. and 
storing up fuel for the next major w.ar. 

The UN has not lived up to the expecta- 
tions of a quarter-century ago. It stands 
in need of extensive overhauling If It is to 
function as Its Charter intends. But for 
all its anomalies, it is a more humane and 
civilised approach to the world affairs than 
the old diplomacy — or the old League of 
Nations. It must be looked at coldly, and 
without illusions — for it can excite neither 
great warmth nor many illusions. But it 
is a step forward; It does hold out hope. 


Water on the Moon? 


The most surprising information yet 
obtained about the moon has been an- 
nounced by two Rice University scientists, 
who believe they have detected water on its 
surface in the form of geysers emerging 
from cracks caused by moonquakes. So vital 
are the implications of this report that con- 
firmation i or refutation) of its conclusions 
is probably now the most important single 
item on the agenda of lunar science. 

Until Drs. John W. Freeman jr. and H. 
Sent Hills announced their finding. It had 
always been assumed that the moon was 
entirely without water. There was no 
evidence of water erosion on the rocks 
brought back by the Apollo astronauts, or 
any other clue to suggest the presence of 
lunar H20. But now. the prospect arises 
that there may be water under the moon’s 
surface, which could conceivably be tapped 


by men for their own needs. Lack of water 
has been one of the principal reasons why 
permanent manned settlements on the 
moon have seemed Impracticable. With 
abundant water available. It Is conceivable 
that there could be lunar agriculture over 
enclosed areas properly protected both 
against the low gravity of the moon and 
the terrible cold of the lunar night. 

The possibility that the water vapor that 
has now been detected on the moon was 
originally brought there by Apollo astro- 
nauts cannot yet be dismissed. Nevertheless, 
even before Drs. Freeman and Hills announc- 
ed their findings it was becoming increas- 
ingly clear that the moon ls a much more 
complex body than had been supposed We 
•are still ln the very infancy of the era of 
moon exploration, and of its development 
for the benefit of the human race.

Mr. Sadat brings back from Moscow a 
polite "but clear message: Everything that ls 
good for Egypt Is not necessarily good for 
the U.S.S.R. and the aid which the latter 
grants the Iormer is subject to imperative 
requirements going far beyond the frame- 
work of the Egyptian-Israeli conflict.

Almost a Miracle 

It seems almost a miracle that so far 
major hostilities and even significant skir- 
mishes have been avoided between India 
and Pakistan as a result of the turmoil in 
East Bengal during the past seven months. 
The strain might well have been too much 
for good neighbors, let alone for two coun- 
tries whose inveterate enmity is still com- 
pounded by rival religious fanaticism. 

It is tempting fortune to assume that 
war by accident or design can be staved off 
Indefinitely. Nor is it likely, if it came, 
that it could be localized In one of the 
world’s most crucial strategic areas, where 
Russia and China confront each other— 
Russia linked to India by a brand new de- 
fense treaty that ended Indian non-align- 
ment, and China equally squarely behind 
Pakistan in word and deed. 

In 1966, Mr. Kosygin ended that Indo- 
Pakistanl war, and vastly boosted Russian 
prestige, by hl3 mediation at Tashkent. This 
time Russia, backed by immensely expanded 
military power, seemed at first inclined to 
exploit the situation. She has, however, 
been brought up sharply by her Arab friends, 
who support Pakistan. Attempts to placate 
them led to difficulties with India. Such 
are the problems of empire. 

This is a case where neither side, nor 
their backers, has anything to gain by war. 
All must show the greatest restraint, and 
President Yahya, instead of blaming India 
for the mess in East Pakistan, should clear 
it up speedily and thus remove the cause 
of the tension.

Our family used the hospital for 
five years when I was stationed 
ln Paris. Five years later dur- 
ing a brief visit in the capital, I 
came down with pneumonia. 
When the bronchial tubes began 
rattling, my first thought was 
of Neuilly. 

I was welcomed with open anna 
by director Fullerton, diagnosed 
with speed and treated with the 
skill which I had long since come 
to expect from Dr. Tom Hewes, 
and clapped into bed. where 
une brave infirmitre in a starched 
cap took my temperature. After 
one look at the thermometer, she 
gave a low whistle, and said, 
"Jtfais qu’est-ce que vous fabri- 
quez IS. monsieur, voyons?” Then 
I knew I was in good hands, and . 
that I would receive attention 
fit for a sick human rather than 
a disordered machine. I began 
to get better right away. 

I found the hospital a little 
more crowded and the staff more 
burdened, than in 1965. But the 
cleanliness and comfort, the 
meticulous medical care, the good 
food <a miracle ln hospitals!) 
and above all the loving and in- 
telligent attention of the French 
nursing staff made recovery easier, 
although it diminished my zeal 
to regain the cold outside. 

If the American Hospital needs 
help, then help it must have from 
all its friends, American and 
French, past and (wishing no one 
bad luck) future. I can assure 
them they will look far and 
long these days before they find 
the high standards, professional 
and human, that prevail at 
Neuilly.

Many 
other experts, before and since, 
have agreed, and have praised 
other Bolognese sausages as well. 
Toward the end of the 16th cen- 
tury, Andrea Schott noted that 
Bologna was making “salami and 
sausages of which there Is no 
equal in the whole country." 
Francois Deseine in 1669 wrote 
jn his "Nouveau Voyage dTtalie." 
"The salami of Bologna are re- 
nowned in the whole world." 
(Salami are sausages, salami is 
the general word for processed 
pork products, including sau- 
sages. and also, for instance, 
ham>. Toward the end cf the 
17th csnticy an Englishman, EL 
Veryard. reported that :*the Bo- 
lognese trade extensively In silk, 
velvet, linen, puppies, but above 
all in sausages, which are sent 
to aU parts of Europe." 

A dissenting opinion was ex- 
pressed by Anatole France, who 
found mortadella unpleasant in 
taste and indigestible for the 
stomach; “but he had with him,

He said raw steel sales declin- 
ed about 20 percent, but this was 
partly compensated by better 
performance in the steel finish- 
ing and processing division, which 
raised its share of Kloeckner- 
Werke’s business to 43 percent 
from 40 percent the year before. 

Mr. Muenker said lagging de- 
mand, especially in the machine 
tool and construction equipment 
sectors, was responsible for the 
lower sales. 

The near-term outlook is not 
bright, Mr. Muenker said. The or- 
der backlog is about two months’ 
production, or about $100 million, 
down 36 percent from the record 
.high backlog two years ago and 
"too small to run production ef- 
ficiently,” the economist said. 

With a continuing decline ex- 
pected, especially in the steel 
division, Kloeckner-Werke has 
ordered short work weeks for 
2900 of 9,000 employees in its 
steel rod, wire and bar plants.

Mr. Palmer said that, in his 
opinion, the "peg” for the new 
floating minimum charge on busi- 
ness loans should be the rate on 
90-day commercial paper- (un- 
secured corporate notes* that is 
sold through dealers to investors 
in the open market. 

Mr. Palmer added that, under 
present conditions be would be 
willing to lend money to Citi- 
bank's biggest and most credit- 
worthy customers at a rate half 
a percentage point above the 
paper rate. 

In the present money market, 
this would imply a rate of 5 5/8 
percent, three-eighths of a point 
below the present fixed prime 
rate of 6 percent. But unlike 
the present fixed prime-rate 
system which had been in effect 
since 1934, the new minimum 
business-loan charge would not 
stay set at 5 6 *8 percent, but 
rather would move directly in 
line with the paper rate— per- 
haps as often as once a week. 

Personal Decision 

Mr. Palmer emphasized that 
the decision to go ahead with 
a floating prime rate would be 
his personally and that he had 
not y6t made up his mind. 

A survey by The New York 
Times last week of senior of- 
ficials -all over the country dis- 
closed a widespread dissatisfac- 
tion with the present prime-rate 
concept, but considerable dis- 
agreement over just exactly 
what should replace it. Greatly 
oversimplified, the bankers’ prin- 
cipal complaints with the pres- 
ent prime-rate system were that 
it is far too inflexible, and far 
too vulnerable to political attack. 

Bankers have been under pres- 
sure from the administration to 
lower the prime rate in recent 
weeks, but they have been re- 
luctant to do so because of fear 
that the rate, once reduced, 
might be frozen at the lower 
leveL In setting a "floating” 
prime rate the hope In part 
would be to defuse a major por- 
tion. of such political criticism. 

Japan to Offer U.S- 
New Monetary Plan

Jeffries 8s 
Co., a Los Angeles- based sub- 
sidiary of Investors Diversified 
Services Inc., charged it has been 
illegally barred from regaining 
the Big Board membership it 
held from April. 1967, to July, 
1969 when it was acquired by 
IDS. 

IDS. a publicly-owned financial 
sen-ice organization, is thr 
world's largest' mutual fund 
operator. When it acquired Jef» 
fries, NYSE rules prohibited pub- 
lic ownership of members. The 
rule was changed in March, 1970, 
but it still requires that members, 
or their parent companies, must 
receive more than half their 
grors income from broker-dealer 
operations. 

According to spokesmen for the 
company, IDS satisfies that re- 
quirement but the company, in 
turn, is 449 percent owned by 
Allegheny Corp- which Is also 
publicly-owned <and listed on the 
NYSE), but It Js not a broker- 
dealer. 

Under NYSE definitions. Al- 
legheny is the ultimate parent 
company and, since it does not 
derive half its income from 
brokerage operations, Jeffries is 
not qualified for membership. 

In its claim for damages. Jef- 
fries claims that its exclusion 
from exciiange membership has 
cost it $1 million a year. Since 
the anti-trust laws permit 
damaged parties to collect treble 
damages, the firm is asking for 
S3 million for each year it is kept 
out of the exchange.

The bridge prestige of Great 
Britain may be on the rise again. 
The British have found, a young 
team, with the blend of talent 
and experience necessary to mate 
a solid hid for the European 
title. 

The nucleus will be four ex- 
perts who have represented. Great 
Britain successfully on many oc- 
casions: Jeremy Hint, Jonathan 
Cansino, Tony Friday and Claude 
Rodrigue. The third pair is Rob 
Sheehan and Chris Dixon. 

Sheehan made headlines this 
year by winning the Deauville 
Tournament of Champions with 
Cansino ahead of numerous stars 
Including two members of the 
Italian Blue Team. 

The diagramed deal, played In 
a British selection contest, is an 
example of thoughtful defense by 
Sheehan, who sat West. He 
opened the bidding in third posi- 
tion with one heart, but ended 
up defending three no-trump 
after North made a take-out 
double and South jumped to two 
no-trump. 

The heart seven was the open- 
ing lead. South played low from 
dummy and captured the nine 
with the ten. The declarer could 
see eight tricks, four in spades 
and two each in hearts and 
clubs. Needing a ninth, be led 
a low club to dummy's ten at 
the second trick. 

East won with the club jack 
and returned a heart. West took 
his ace, but stopped to think be- 
fore makin g the routine play of 
a third heart. What could 
South's hand be In light of his 
bidding and play? 

South had passed originally 
and then jumped to two 
no-trump, which would be ap- 
propriate with an 11 or 12-point 
hand. It seemed safe to assume 
that the heart king and the club 
ace represented seven of these, 
since South would hardly attack 
the club suit with a worthless 
holding himself. Thus he 
probably held 4 or 5 points in 
diamonds and spades, and East 
must have 2 or 3. 


If South held the spade queen 
and the diamond king he could 
not be prevented from making 
nine tricks. Could he have the 
king-queen of diamonds? Hardly, 
fen* then his natural play would 
be to attack diamonds or spades, 
not Clubs. 

The only possibility that was 
both si gnifican t and realistic was 
that South held the two missing 
queens. So Sheehan led the 
diamond deuce. His analysis 
paid off when his partner 
produced the king and led a 
diamond back to give the defense 
five tridks.

Patriots Boil as Fake Grass 'Melts’

NEW YORK, Oct. 19 (NYT).— 
Is it possible for a football field 
"to melt"? Apparently it is. The 
synthetic surface in Miami’s 
Orange Bowl has deteriorated to 
such a point that on a hot day 
the players slip and slide over 
the plastic grass. 

On Sunday, when tbe Patriots 
played the Dolphins, the tem- 
perature at field level was 115. 
Jim Plunkett, the Patriot quarter- 
back who was tackled seven, times 
while trying to pass, said, *Tt was 
slick as ice." According to a press- 
box count, there were 18 slips 
that had an effect on the out- 
come— a 41-3 victory for Miami. 

Bob Griese, the Miami quarter- 
back. had no trouble as he threw 
for lour touchdown passes. But 


the Dolphin players are accorded 
an edge because they are accus- 
tomed to the field and know what 
kind of shoes to wear. 

The Florida sun may be the 
downfall of the one-year-old 
$200,000 poly-turf surface. The 
fibers have wilted and matted, 
the color fading from green to 
blue. Decorative painting for the 
last Super Bowl did not help, nor 
did a lack of maintenance, which 
the manufacturer says is the 
fault, 

“Simply unplayable," said Up- 
ton Bell, the New England gen- 
eral manager. "I'm complaining 
to the commissioner's office." 

“The worst field I’ve played on 
in 17 years of football,” said Jon 
Morris, the Patriot center. “If 
you ask any football player," said 
Howard Twilley, the Dolphin end.

6 We’re All Contemporaries ?

L ONDON. Oct. 19 iNYT).— He sits in a silent, cluttered room

overlooking & leafy garden in north London. He speaks 
quickly, lighting a cigarette with a trembling hand and then 
crushing the butt after several puffs. 

”1 belong to the cigarette-alcohol culture," says Wfl, Auden 
with a faint smile. a Tm resistant to drugs, I'm usually too 
pickled in alcohol, I guess." 

He laughs broadly. *T don't go along with all this talk of 
a generation gap,” he says. “We're all contemporaries. There's 
only a difference in memories, that's alL" 

At 64, the British-born, naturalized American poet, called the 
heir to Yeats and Eliot and the greatest living poet in English, 
has returned to London for a brief visit with friends and a 
series of lectures. The poet has quietly told his friends to. 
bum bis letters after his death and barred any possible 
autobiography. 

“Biographies of writers are always superfluous and usually 
in bad taste,” says the 1948 Pulitzer Prize-winner, sitting in 
the home of his friend, the critic and poet Stephen Spender. 
“The relationship between art and life is either so obvious 
that nothing need be said or so complicated that nothing 
can be said. 

“All art is a transplant of one's personal experience, any- 
way,” he says. “What you do with It is what matters, a 
writer Is a maker, not a man of action, and his personal 
life should be of no interest except to himself, his family 
and his friends.” 

Sipping a beer and lighting another cigarette, Auden 
speaks brusquely, at times Impatiently, about the 1920s at 
Oxford with such writers as Spender. Christopher Isherwood 
and Louis MacNeice as well as the 1930s and 1940s and the 
growth of Fascism, and World War n. 

Of his years as a committed anti-Fascist poet, who went 
to Spain as a Loyalist in 1937, Auden says: “There are 
certain things in my history that rather embarrass me. I 
don't withdraw them or deny them— the things I wrote about 
Fascism and so on. 

“But what embarrasses me is the question, 'Who benefit- 
ed?’ and the answer is me. The poems didn't save one Jew 
from Auschwitz, or change one thing about the war,” he says. 

“Ever since. I've been very suspicious of the worth of 
politically committed writing. The only things that work In 
these situations are truthful reportage, go people know what's 
going on, or else becoming a politician and jo ining in the 
fight. 

“Dr. Johnson said. The only end of writing is to enable 
readers better to enjoy life or better to endure It.' I believe 
this. Art Is our chief means of breaking bread with the dead 
—you can still enjoy reading the Iliad Yet the political 
history of Europe would be exactly the same If Dante 9nrf 
Shakespeare and Mozart had never lived." 

On the eve of World War n, Auden moved to the United 
States. “England wgs like a f amil y,” he says. “I loved my 
family but I didn't want to live with it.” He now lives in 
the small vUIccs of Kirchstetten.
